THE "PEACE CHARTER" IN BEIJING, AND SHANGHAI ACTIVIST BAO 
GE HAVE ALSO BEEN PICKED UP. SEPTEL REPORTS MFA 
CONFIRMATION THAT ZHOU, WANG, AND YUAN WERE DETAINED. 

5. COMMENT: WEI (AND WANG DAN) ARE THE BEST-KNOWN 
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DISSIDENTS DETAINED IN THIS RECENT GROUP. ALL OF THOSE 
DETAINED SO FAR HAVE BEEN NOTICEABLY ACTIVE, SIGNING 
PETITIONS AND TALKING TO JOURNALISTS. ACCORDING Tb REF B 
REPORT FROM ZHONGGUO TONGXUN BAO, ZHOU GUOQIANG MAY BE 
CHARGED WITH "COLLUDING WITH HOSTILE FORCES OUTSIDE 
CHINA;" SOME OTHERS MAY ALSO FACE CRIMINAL CHARGES. THE 
REMAINING CASES MAY BE A PREVENTIVE- -AND TEMPORARY-- 
MEASURE CONNECTED WITH THE MARCH 8 OPENING OF THE NATIONAL 
PEOPLE'S CONGRESS (NPC) . LAST YEAR, WANG DAN WAS SENT ON

ANSWER: 

--WE CONTINUE TO BELIEVE THAT IT IS IMPORTANT TO ENGAGE 
THE CHINESE AT THE HIGHEST LEVELS ON THE ISSUES OF CONCERN 
TO US IN OUR BILATERAL RELATIONSHIP. SECRETARY 
CHRISTOPHER WILL TAKE THE OPPORTUNITY TO STRONGLY EXPRESS
